sembled, declares its dev otion to the 
essential principles of the Democratic 
faith which brings it together in party 
communion.” 
’lire platform then says that under 
these principles local self-gov ernment 
and national unity and prosperity were 
established, and declares 
that 
“the 
application of these fundamental prin­ 
ciples to the liv ing issues of the day 
constitutes the first step toward the as­ 
sured peace and safety of our nation.” 
An enumeration of these fundam entals 
is giv en and declared to be the doctrines 
that Democracy has established. 
“We fav or the enactm ent and adm in­ 
istration of laws giv ing labor and capi­

Each has its rights, but the 
rights of labor are certainly 
no less 
‘v ested,’ no less ‘sacred’ and no less ‘in­ 
alienable’ than the rights of capital. 
“Constitutional guarantees are 
v io­ 
lated whenev er any citi/.en is denied 
the right to labor, acquire and en­ 
joy property or reside where interest 
or inclination may determine. Any de­ 
nial thereof by indiv iduals, organiza­ 
tions, or gov ernments should l>e sum ­ 
marily rebuked and punished. 
“ We deny the right of any executiv e 
to disregard or suspend any consti­ 
tutional priv ilege or limitation. Obedi-

duty of the citizen and the official. The j people, 
military should be used only to support 
and to m aintain the law. We unquali­ 
fiedly condemn its employment for the 
summary banishm ent of citizens w ith­ 
out trial, or for the control of elec­ 
tions. 
We approv e the measure which 
passed the United States 
senate in 
1891» , but which a Republican congress 
has ev er since refused to enact, relat­ 
ing to contempts in federal courts, and 
prov iding for trial by jury in cases of 
indirect .contempt,”

only by a change of administration.

it take refuge in the tyrants’ pleas of 
necessity or superior wisdom. 
“We fav or the preserv ation, insofar 
as we can, of an open door for the | 
world’s commerce in the Orient, w ith­ 
out unnecessary entanglem ent in Ori­ 
ental and European affairs, and with­ 
out arbitrary, unlimited, irresponsible 
and absolute

anywhere 
within our jurisdiction. 
We oppose, 
as ferv ently as did George W ashing- 
ton himself, an indefinite, irresponsible, 
discretionary and v ague absolutism, 
and a policy of colonial exploitation, 
no m atter where or by whom inv oked 
or exercised; we believ e with I bornas 
Jefferson and John Adams that no gov ­ 
ernm ent has a right to make one set

“We recognize tha t the gignntic 
trusts and combinations designed to 
enable capital to secure more than its 
just share of the joint product of cap­ 
ital and labor, and which hav e been 
fostered and promoted under Republic­ 
an rule, are a menace to beneficial 
competition and an obstacle to perm a­ 
nent business prosperity. 
“ A priv ate monopoly is indefensi­ 
ble and intolerable. Indiv idual equali­ 
ty of opportunity and free competition 
are essential to a healthy and perm a­ 
nent commercial prosperity and any 
trust, combination or monopoly tend­ 
ing to destroy these by controlling pro­ 
duction, restricting competition or fix­ 
ing prices, should be prohibited and 
punished by law. 
We especially 
de­ 
nounce rebates and discrimination by 
transportation companies. 
"Any trust or unlawful combination 
engaged in inter-state commerce which 
is monopolizing any branch of busi­ 
ness or production should not be per­ 
mitted to transact business outside of 
¿he state of its origin. 
W henev er it 
shall be established in any court or 
competent jurisdiction that such mon­ 
opolization 
exists, 
such 
prohibition 
should be enforced through comprehen­ 
siv e laws to be enacted on tin* sub­ 
ject. 
An enlargement of the powers of the 
interstate commerce commission is rec­ 
ommended for prompt regulation 
of 
abuses in transportation. 
The 'm ain­ 
tenance of the Monroe doctrine in its 
full integrity” is fav ored, as is “a lib­ 
eral trade treaty with Canada, and re­ 
duction of the array to a point histor­ 
ically demonstrated to be safe, while 
a liberal annual increase is adv ocated 
for the nav y. 
Promise is made that the 
Panam a 
canal shall be speedily and honestly 
constructed. 
“We fav or the election of United 
States senators by direct v ote of the 


time-honored organization, but also the

In 1890 a nov ice in the plate glass In­ 
dustry, Henry Fleckner of Pittsburg, 
whose only knowledge of glass had 
been acquired in u window glass fac­ 
tory, inv ented an annealing "lehr,” the 
most Important single improv ement 
ev er Introduced in plate glass m anu­ 
facture. In three hours by the lehr the 
same work is done which under the old 
kiln system required three days. 
About the same year Philip Argobast 
of Pittsburg, also a nov ice in glass- 
making, inv ented a process by which 
bottles and jars may be made entirely 
by machinery, tin* costly blow ov en 
process being av oided and the expense 
of bottle making reduced one-half.

Wilkinson shows that we are in­ 
debted for our mirrors to the ancient 
Egyptians. 
At first they were made 
of metal, st) well compounded and pol­ 
ished that some recently dug up from 
Thebes hav e regained a wonderful lus­ 
ter after burial for thousands of yeajs. 
Ov al in shape, they were fastened to 
carv ed wooden handles. 
References 
are made to such looking glasses in 
Exodus and Job. The Greeks and Ro­ 
mans made similar mirrors of silv er. 
Pliny says that the earliest glass 
mirrors were made of black v olcanic 
glass. 
Through the middle ages glass 
tucked with thin metallic sheets came 
Into use, and "bullseyes,” or glass 
globes into which while hot a metallic 
mixture was blown for backing. 
At Murano. near Venice, in the thir­ 
teenth century, the republic protected 
the trade and jealously guarded its se­ 
crets, securing a lucrativ e business for 
a century and a half. 
Mirrors were 
then made from cylinders of glass flat­ 
tened on stone, carefully polished, bev ­ 
eled at the edges and silv ered by an 
amalgam.
